Two of these books—the works 
of Mr. Kendal and Mr. Lamin 
—have something in common: the 
authors are both octogenarians, and 
they relate more to the past of 
farming than the present, although 
Mr. Lamin shows more than an 
observer's interest in the farming 
activities of to-day. Mr. Kendall’s 
story is more a record of domestic 
details than an account of farming 
practice in ope of the most 
important agricultural areas in 
Great Britain—the West Country. 
It is a very personal record, and 
inclined to be repetitive, but some 
rewarding passages are to be found 
—for example, the grand descrip- 
tions of the rescue of a herd of 
cattle from a flood, and of sheep 
buried in the snow. 

Both men have known agricul- 
ture since its Victorian peak in 
the early ‘seventies, through the 
slump of the ‘twenties and ‘thirties, 
to the present time, when England 
and Wales have a greater area 
under grain (7,630,000 acres) than 
at any time since agricultural 
statistics were first collected in 
1867. As successful farmers who 
have survived the difficulties of 
agricultural upheavals over such a 
long period, they have éxperiences 
which are worth communicating to 
others, but it is only in Mr. 
William Lamin’s book that the 
“meat” is to be found, 


Clifton Park 


The Clifton Park system, pioneered 
by R. H. Elliot, is a rotation of 
roots, corn, roots, corn, and four 
ears in ley—the grasses used in the 
ey being of a deep-rooting variety 
which assist in the formation of 
humus and thus enrich the soil.

Admittedly, the 
Soviet High Command took

Poland. . Furthermore, the rate of 
the Russian. advance has been so 
swift that the Red Army has been 
able not only ‘to live on the terri- 
tory that it has invaded, but also 
to. capture vast supplies of 
armoured. vehicles, as well as of 
the fuel with which to propel 
them. Nevertheless, the Russian 
soldier, however tough he may be, 


jis only a human being. He must 


sleep and he must eat if he is to 
survive as a fighting man; and all 
human experience goes to prove 
that even the most violent offen- 
sive soonér or later must come 
to a halt. Napoleon’s troops won 
some of their most notable 
battles almost in rags, because 
they had outrun their supplies; 
but their leader knew when to 
stop for purposes of re-grouping, 
and re-victualling. That is why 
he was one of the greatest military 
geniuses of all time. Marshal 
Zhukov and his colleagues seem 
to have been taking a leaf out of 
Napoleon’s book. They have 
been pressing forward at the 
maximum rate of speed, hurrying 
their infantry up behind their 
armoured spearheads, and ad- 
vancing at some points with 
almost incredible rapidity. 
have not given the Germans an 
opportunity to re-group their 
retreating forces; but it certainly 
is significant that even the 
Moscow bulletins do not claim 
that more than a comparatively 
negligible number of prisoners 
has been taken. When will the 
Germans launch their counter- 
attack? General Guderian is no 
novice in the game of war; and 
it was reported yesterday that he 
was beginning to draw upon 
strategic reserves which so far 
had. remained virtually intact. 
The German High Command, 
doubtless mindful of the lesson 
of Kiev, when Marshal von 
Manstein mounted a remarkable 
counter-offensive, have been hold- 
ing on grimly to two sheet 
anchors, one at Breslau in the 
south, and the other on the East 
Prussian border in the north. 
They made a determined attempt 
to hold both Bromberg and 
Thorn (Torin); but Thursday’s 
Order of the Day from Moscow 
announced the fall of the latter 
stronghold. © Nevertheless, the 
Germans still have fairly powerful 
anchorages on either side of the 
bulging Russian salient. The Red 
Army is so far away from its 
ultimate bases that a salient of 
any kind must expose itself, in 
the nature of things, to serious 

. .One must assume that 
Marshals Zhukov and Koniev are 
fully aware of the risks which 
they are taking. Evidently, they 
take the view that boldness nearly 
always pays. 

The tip of the Russian salient 
is being pushed farther and farther 
towards Berlin, from which, at 
one point, Marshal Zhukov’s 
troops, according to German 
sources, are less than fifty miles 
away. Hitherto, the offensive has 
been helped by the weather. Many 
of the rivers in Poland and 
Brandenburg have been frozen, 
with the result that their value as 
obstacles to the 
armoured vehicles has been 
counteracted. Now, it appears, 
the thaw has begun, with a con- 
sequent “slowing up” of the 
Russian thrust. Furthermore, the 
Luftwaffe has become more 
active; and it, too, has been 
making its influence felt. Marshal 
Zhukov evidently has a twofold 
purpose. He is pressing forward 
towards Frankfurt - on - the-Oder, 
only forty miles away, and also 
towards the vital port of Stettin, 
from which. his troops were said 
yesterday to be only about twenty- 
five miles away. Will the Germans 
stand on the Oder? The Russians 
already have advanced about 
three hundred miles in three 
weeks—truly a remarkable mili- 
tary achievement. According to 
some reports, they already have. 
crossed the Oder at more than 
one point; and fighting was 
reported yesterday in the stréets 
of Kiistrin, which still is in 
German hands. Reports from 
Berlin, however, tell of fighting to 
the. north-west of this town, 
suggesting that, if the Oder has 
not been crossed, fighting is in 
progress roughly at the point 
where the river is joined by the 
Warthe. The German High Com- 
mand would seem to have two 
main objectives. One of them is 
to pin down the Russians at the 
base of both sides of their salient, 
and the other to wait for 
the psychological moment to hit 
back. Since the offensive began 
early im the new year, the 
Germans have been strengthening 
their strategic reserves in the East, 
obviously anticipating a position 
such as; in fact, has arisen— 
although, of course, they un-

‘in America of the inventor, that 
the crossword puzzle, though it 
had its roots in several very 
ancient games, took its modern 
form only just over twenty years 
ago. At the beginning, the 
}energy of the maker of puzzies 
was put mainly into a search for 
strange and recondite words to 
incorporate into the frame, and 
the solver had to hold, in a sort 
of mental menagerie, any number 
of kiwis, ibises, gnus and 
quaggas. Gradually interest 
shifted from the actual puzzle to 
the clues. To-day the crossword 
“fan” is required to apply his 
mind, or his dictionary of quota- 
tions, to the discovery ‘of missing 
words from the poets, or to 
observe—the simplicity of it. is 
shocking, when one knows the 


will give “Rus in urbe.” We 
speak now, of course, of the com- 
paratively advanced crossword 
puzzle; for it is the beauty of the 
thing that it can be reduced 
almost to any degree of simplicity. 
Children’s papers publish cross- 
words, with three-letter wards 
answering the most straight- 
forward clues, for the delight of 
their juvenile readers; but, at the 
same time, Greece and Rome can 
produce puzzles in the classical 
tongucs for the benefit of the 
erudite. It is our hope that the 
Irish Times puzzle falls some- 
where between the two extremes 
—that it is sufficiently difficult to 
tease the brain of the reader, but 
does not reduce him to fury by 
impossible demands. If so, there 
is little doubt that its century, 
which it achieves this morning, 
will be multiplied many times.

MR. ALFRED T. COLLINS

Within the’past few days death has 
taken from among us Mr, Alfred Teni- 
son Collins, who for seventy years— 
from junior to director — had been 
connected with the Hibernian Bank. 
He was general use of that bank, 
with a seat on the rd, for about 
29 years, up tot his retirement, when 
he was co-opted to a directorship, 
which he resigned in 1939. 

The long period during which he 
was actively int@rested in banking 
affairs saw many economic and 
political changes which very materially 
affected this country. Although he 
never took any part in political or 
controversial matters, it was evident to 
those who knew him that he followed 
them with close attention, having re- 
gard especially to their bearing on his 
own profession. He was a man of 
great ability and high intelléctual 
powse, and the rapidity with which 

could penetrate to the heart of a 
most intricate problem and come to 
a decision, of which he would have 
fully visualised the repercussions, was 
very remarkable. His knowledge of 
affairs and his capacity for dealing 
with them when occasion arose, 
especially in times of crisis, de- 
servedly won for him the outstanding 
place which he held in Irish banking 
circles. 

Mr. Collins was always deeply in- 
terested in the big events of the city, 
and liked to see what was going on 
around him. He was inclined to be 
retiring; but he was a very kindly 
man, and the general expression of 
regret which .his death has evoked 
among those who worked with him 
testifies to their appreciation of his 
good qualities.
